The highest wages paid any teacher per month, $40.00; the 
lowest, $16.00; average wages per month, $23.46. Expense per . 
scholar, $6.72. Text books have been furnished by the town to 
the amount of $1.55. 


A year ago your committee took charge of your schools, al- 
most an entire stranger in town, and if he brought to his work 
no experience derived from a knowledge of them in former years, 
he was, at least, free from any prejudice for or against them. 
Ie accounts it no small privilege to have become acquainted 
with so many people he might not otherwise have met, while his 
work has been made pleasant by the uniform kindness of pru- 
dential committee, parent and teacher, and the good degree of 
interest manifested by them in the schools. Special thanks are 
due parents who have yielded without fault finding to the wish of 
the superintendent as regarded the classes into which their schol- 
ars should be put and the studies they should pursue. Too often 
teachers are annoyed and seriously hindered in their work by the 
persistency with which parents insist that their children shall be 
in such and such classes and give their attention to certain stud- 
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ies. None of our schools can always have the different classes 
arranged according to age and size. There will be overgrown, 
if not stupid scholars, and to put John, Mary and William into 
the same class because they are of the same hight, or allow 
Charles to spend his time in fussing over cube root when he will 
trip on the multiplication table, is what no good teacher will be 
content to do. 


Seventy-four visits have been made to the different schools 
with the intention of understanding their excellences and defects ; 
and if more is said in way of criticism than praise regard- 
ing them as a whole, it is because it is supposed the end of the 
office of superintendent is better met by pointing out faults than 
by lavishing praise where it is evident to all. 


With two exceptions our teachers were persons of some expe- 
rience in teaching. Some schools have been far better than oth- 
ers, but in no instance has there been indifference on the part of 
any teacher, or special occasion for blame. In most cases 
where there has been deficiencies the difficulty has been in the 
surroundings rather than in the teachers themselves. All the 

teachers, with the exception of those in District No. 2, have la- 
- bored under the disadvantage of being without certain things ab- 
solutely essential to a school of the highest order. However 
faithful and earnest a farmer might be who should use one of the 
wooden plows of our grandfathers, we could hardly expect him 
to till his field like a man with a good modern plow, and no 
more a teacher put into a poor school house without globe, 
map or good blackboard, ought to be expected to teach as well 
as one having those aids. It is a long step down from the com- 
modious building well nigh perfect in all its appointments in Dis- 
trict No. 2, to some of our school houses that have not been re- 
paired for years, without anything in the way of apparatus but 
a poor apology for a blackboard, and with seats so uncomforta- 
ble that it is a physical impossibility for a child to sit quietly on 
one of them for half an hour. To suppose that as good work 
can be done in one as in the other, is simply absurd. It is not 
necessary to build expensive school houses in the out districts, 
but it is necessary to have comfortable ones, furnished at least 
with globe, blackboard and outline maps. <A very slight tax on 
any one of our districts would put the school house it now has in 
good repair and supply all needed furniture. With such improyve- 
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ments, one term of school would be worth as much as two at the 
present time. We submit that no parent is true to his own in- 
terests, even in a pecuniary point of view, who keeps his chil- 
dren at school after they are old enough to earn wages, twice as 
long as necessary, because he will not pay a trifling sum to make 
his school first class. 

In four districts presents from the pupils showed their appreci- 
ation of their teachers. All of the districts, with the exception 
of No. 5, have been furnished with the new state map published 
the present year. The text books in the main are satisfactory. 
A new spelling book might be an improvement. ‘There are dif- 
ferent editions of the geography now in use, causing some in- 
convenience, but the same would be true in a short time of any 
other that might be introduced, and there is no occasion to dis- 
pense with Warren’s for the present. 


In some schools it has seemed to your committee that undue 
stress has been laid on the examination at the close of the term, 
‘and so scholars come to feel it did not matter much what they 
learned from day to day, if only they could answer glibly a 
few questions in store for examination day. And occasion- 
ally it has happened that there has been such a_ wonderful 
difference between the recitations during the term and the exam- 
ination at the end, that one could but marvel how very wise 
scholars may become of a sudden. Let us have good exam- 
inations, by all means, but let them be a result from the legiti- 
mate work of the term. If friends will visit the schools just as 
often as they have done at examinations, and more often than 
they have at other times, such visits will have a tendency to ob- 
viate the difficulty mentioned. Another fault, noticed in a few 
schools, is the habit of committing to memory and repeating by 
rote the words of a lesson, with very little or no regard to their 
meaning. And strange to say, parents are found who think 
such fluency an indication of scholarship. The truth is, educa- 
tion is development and discipline of the mind, and comes only 
from thought. <A lesson is never learned until it is thought out, 
and the substance of it so in the mind of the pupil that he can 
put it into hisownlanguage. A parrot does not become a scholar 
by imitating the sounds of words—no more does a boy or girl. 
Still another fault, less frequent that these others it is true, but 
- prevalent to a certain degree, is the selection of pieces for dec- 
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lamation unsuitable for such purpose. Children have no need to 
go to school to learn bad grammar and vulgarity. There is no 
excuse for any teacher allowing a pupil to learn and recite any- 
thing that is not good, pure English. A piece need not of ne- 
cessity be solemn in its nature for declamation ; it may even con- 
tain much wit; but there is a vast difference between wit and 
vulgarity. 

It is a matter demanding the careful consideration of the town 
to see if something cannot be done for the benefit of its smaller 
schools. In four districts the schools for the year have been 
only from eleven to eighteen weeks in length, with an average of 
fifteen and a half weeks. It is evident that a school for so 
short a time is inadequate for the wants of any scholars, since 
they lose during the intervals between the terms nearly or all 
they learn during term time. | 

If possible let there be a union of schools, so that there will 
be but seven outside of District No. 2. This would give a fair 
number of scholars in each school for the present, and whenever 
there is such an increase as to make it desirable, the old houses 
can again be occupied. There is a law of the state making pro- 
vision for the carrying of children to and from school when they 
live outside of certain limits. 

One of three things is sure—either the town must appropriate 
money enough to give the smaller districts longer schools than 
they have had the past year, or there must be a union of dis- 
tricts, or else the scholars in certain districts will fail of the edu- 
cation they ought to have. 


_ DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Prudential Committee—T'Homas ANNETT, 


Teacher, summer and winter terms—Mary A. Sawyer. This 
school had the good fortune, not only to be under the care of a 
competent teacher, but to be under the care of one thoroughly 
acquainted with its needs from the beginning. Miss Sawyer hay- 
ing taught the school in previous years was able to classify 
the scholars and meet their wants as no stranger could have done. 
With the exception of schools in District No. 2, it was the larg- 
est in town, and had more advanced pupils than any other. A 
marked feature of this school was the quiet air of refinement, 
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which told of a teacher not content with simply getting through 
her daily task, but making it a point to have well behaved schol- 
ars, both in school and out. A fine chromo presented at the 
close of the last term was a fitting tribute of well behaved and 
diligent scholars to a faithful and successful teacher. 


DISTRICT NO? 2. 
Prudential Committee—O. H. Braptey. 


Teacher, summer term, Grammar Department—E. W. Knight, 
of Peterboro’. 

Teacher, summer, fall and winter terms, Primary Department— 
‘Sarah E. Robbins. 

Teacher, winter term, Grammar Department—George B. Under- 
wood. 

Of the 281 different pupils attending school during the year, 
110 were in the two departments of this school. Both of the 
teachers in the Grammar Department applied themselves to their 
work with commendable zeal, and while not accomplishing all — 
that they or the committee wished, their schools showed fair prog- 
ress as a whole. It was not a little to the credit of Mr. Under- 
wood as a teacher, that his daily recitations were up to the level of 
the examination at the close of the school. One simply present 
at the last day and taking it for granted that what he then heard 
was far in advance of the ordinary recitations of the term, would 
fail to form a correct estimate of the school. Mr. Underwood 


did faithful work from day to day, and that is the first essential 


of good teaching. 
It is enough to say of the Primary department that it main- 


tained its previous high character, and it is not too much to say 


of it that it ranks with the best schools of like grade in our 
state. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Prudential Committee—W. M. Currer. 


Teacher—summer and winter terms, Mrs. Harriet N. Hara- 
don. Mrs. Haradon brought much experience in teaching to her — 
work, and the district had two terms of good school. Indeed, 
so attractive was the school that it drew pupils, not only from 
other districts, but even from out of town. Irregularity of at- 
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tendance on the part of many scholars during the winter added 
much to the labors of the teacher by breaking up classes, and 
detracted largely from the progress of the scholars as a body. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 
Prudential Committee—FREDERICK SPAULDING. 


Teachers—summer term, Mary E. Phelps; fall term, Ada E. 
Chamberlain. One of the smallest schools, with an average at- 
tendance of 6 in the summer and 8 in the winter. Both teachers 
devoted themselves to their work in a way to secure the good 
will of their scholars and make it one of the pleasantest of our 
schools, with good progress in the several branches of study. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Prudential Committee—L. N. WiLLoueuey. 
Teachers—summer term, Georgia A. Bigelow ; fall term, Dora 
M. Heath. Hard work was done in this school in a manner which 
produced marked results. We commend Miss Bigelow’s rare tact _ 
in the management of scholars and her efficient way of impart- 
ing instruction. Miss Heath did her utmost to keep the school 
up to the standard of the previous term, and with gratifying sue- 
cess. Her work reflected much credit on both teacher and pu- 
pils. 
DISTRICT NO. 6. 
Prudential Committee—Marsuatt C. ApAms. 


Teacher—summer and winter terms, Lillie S. Adams. Miss 
Adams taught her scholars to understand what they went over, 
and to think for themselves. As a matter of course they went 
steadily onward from the beginning to the close of each term. 
Let the district make needed repairs on their house, furnish it 
with at least a globe and outline maps for the walls, secure as 
faithful a: teacher as they have had for the past year, and they 
will have scholars ready to go into our High School and make 
progress that too many fail. of from want of previous good 
training. : 

DISTRICT NO. 7. 
Prudential Committee—Josrru SmirH. 


Teachers—summer term, Mary B. Fox; fall term, Emma J. 
Chase of Marlboro’; winter term, Charles S. Jackson, of Dan- 
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bury. For some reason which your committee does not attempt 
to explain, this school at the commencement of the year was 
in the most unsatisfactory condition by far of any in town. 
Numbering but 26 scholars, and all of those, with two excep- 
tions, under 12 years of age, there was yet an amount of law- 
lessness, both within doors and without, that it was necessary 
to see in order to fully appreciate. | 

Miss Fox, with large experience as a teacher, did all in her 
power to make the school what it ought to have heen, and if she 
failed in some respects to accomplish what she wished, like ef- 
forts in almost any other of our schools would have been com- 
pletely successful. Miss Chase certainly found the school dis- 


orderly enough when it passed into her hands in the fall, but 


better than when Miss Fox took it. Under Miss Chase it made 
steady improvement, so that the close of the term showed an 
entirely different school from the beginning. The winter term, in 


charge of Mr. Jackson, a student from Dartmouth College, 


passed off well. This was Mr. Jackson’s first school, and spoke 
well for his ability as a teacher. Comparing the close of this school 
with the beginning, the district has good reason to rejoice in the 
change that has come overit. Special praise is due to Mr. Smith, 
the prudential committee, for his care in the selection of teachers, 
constant oversight of the school, and pains in making necessary 
improvements about the school house. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 
Prudential Committee—JosErpH THAYER. 


Teachers—summer term, Fannie M. Aldrich; winter term, 
Mary EK. Buckminster, of Peterboro’. The summer term was 
but a continuation of Miss Aldrich’s work from the previous 
year. This was the only school where there were no absences 
for an entire term, and its whole appearance was such as to com- 
mand approval. Scarlet fever made the attendance during the 
winter irregular, but in spite of this drawback the school exhib- 
ited marked good qualities, and Miss Buckminster secured for 
herself an excellent record. 

DISTRICT NO. 9. 
Prudential Committee—SoLomon GARFIELD. 


Teacher—summer, fall, and winter terms, E. Loena Fair- 


banks, of Peterboro’. ‘This district has had the good fortune to 
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retain a teacher of experience for three terms, but the misfor- 
tune at the same time to have the majority of its scholars very 
irregular in their attendance at school. With 18 different schol- 
ars for the year, the number some days was as low as two, and 
yet probably there are parents who think their children should 
have learned more. When will such persons understand the 
ereat harm they do their own children, as well as those in the 
classes with them, by allowing them to stay away from school? 
Two pupils were not absent during the year and made excellent 
progress, showing what Miss Fairbanks would have done for the 
others had they given her equal opportunity. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 
Prudential Committee-—J. W. WoopRurr. 


Teacher—summer and winter terms, Mrs. A. M. Wheeler. 
This was the smallest school, so far as different pupils is con- 
cerned, and one of the best, though the teacher labored under 
the disadvantage of not having even a good blackboard. Mrs. 
Wheeler combined experience and enthusiasm with tact for se- 
curing the good will of the scholars. She showed that a small 
school need not of necessity be a dull school, and the teacher in 
want of something to do. 


DISTRIGENG a2. 
Prudential Committee—ALVAH STANLEY. 


-'Teacher—summer term, Minnie S. Knight, of Harrisville. 
One term of school with fourteen scholars, twelve of whom came 
from neighboring towns. ‘The great difficulty in this school was 
the variety of text books. On my first visit there were no less 
than eight different reading books, and the variety of other books 
such as to prevent the classification of the school. Before the 
_ close of the term this matter was partially set right, but not in 
time to make the progress of the pupils anything like what it 
would have been had there been uniform text books from the be- 
ginning. It is respectfully suggested that scholars attending 
our schools from other towns be required to furnish themselves 
with the books used in our schools. Miss Knight worked hard, 


and perhaps accomplished all that could have been expected of © 


one in her trying position. 
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DISTRICT NO. 13. 
Prudential Committee—E. B. Crowe. 


Teacher—summer and winter terms, Annie F. Crombie. In 
the poorest school house of the town and with nothing but a black- 
board in the way of aid, Miss Crombie taught a school with 
which your committee was specially pleased. The scholars went 
straight on because they mastered what they pretended to learn, 
and good examinations at the close of both terms were but the 
natural outgrowth of their every day recitations.

hundred doilars held by the Trustees of the Conant High School] Fund. 
They also sold to the Trustees of the Conant School Fund eighty-six 
hundred dollars of said bonds, said Trustees paying for the Town Bonds 
with the proceeds of the sale of seventy-five hundred dollars of State of 
New Hampshire Bonds at fifteen per cent. premium. The remainder of 
the six per cent. Town Bonds were all cancelled. The Selectmen also

Thirteen hundred dollars was received from the sale of four 
per cent. Bonds more than was needed to redeem the six per cent Town 
Bonds, which was put in the Monadnock Savings Bank to the credit of 
the town, and the bank book left with the Town Treasurer.

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ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


We have had one fire since my last report. On Thursday, a 
Jan. 1, at about eleven o’clock, A. M., fire was discovered in 
the second story of the dwelling house of Nathaniel and Lucius } 
Cutter, near the centre of the town. When discovered, the fire had 4 


gained such headway it was beyond control. Owing to the large a 
body of snow, the engine could not be hauled two miles by hand. 
There being no team in the village, we were compelled to leave it. 
The fire hook and fire buckets were taken immediately to the fire. 
The small L between the house and sheds was torn away, thus 
saving the shed and contents. As soon as a team could be 
procured, the Engine was forwarded to the fire, and with it, 
drawing water from two large wells, we were enabled to save 
nearly the entire contents of the cellar. All worked well to 
save as much property as possible ; the dadies from the neighbor- 
ing houses are deserving of much praise for their unceasing ef- 
forts in saving property. 

We have made some slight repairs on engine, house, and fire , 
buckets, which now are in good order. 

The expenses of the fire department as a whole are very light, 
amounting to $213.58 for the year.
